X* -Hie published output of the Geographic Research Area Increased 
sharply during the month « In addition, requests for reference service 
in the Map Library remained at a very high level. Major coordinations 
continue to be pressed with regard to col le ction requirements, economic- 
geographic studies, Soviet geodesy and gravimetry, mapping, photography , 
and. IGff “Antarctica. 

2>. The Cartography Division c depleted 59 ®ape and charts, 56 for 
CIA and 3 for the Department of State. Requests were accepted for 6l 

and charts — 54 for CIA, 6 for the Department of State, and 1 for 
the ISC. The HIS map coordinator received y<£ color proofing Jobs and 
4 final HIS maps from reproduction, leaving 3 color proofing Jobs and 
90 final HIS maps. The Special S upport Branch completed 34 snaps and 
charts and accepted requests for 33} 1» addition, 1 revision and 3 reruns 
wsre requested and completed. 

3. The Map Library Division received 3*5^7 maps and 1,17^ related 
publications from foreign source*. Of these, 41$ were retained in CIA, 
33$ sent to Army Map Service, and 21$ to the Library of Congress. A 
total of 29,134 map sheets were disseminated in answer to 1,423 requests. 
Cut -going coraounications totalled 266, of which 49 related to domestic 
correspondence and 217 to procurement at Foreign Service posts and 
foreign mapping agencies »

A. Summary of Cartographic Product ion and Accomplishmenta 

1. During March the Cartography Division accepted requests for 
6l a«ps aM charts, *k tor CM, 6 for the Department of State, and 

1 for the BSC. Of ths total for the Agency, 35 were requested by OHR, 

3 fey OSI, 13 for CIA contributions to US, 2 for OK, and 1 for OCI. 

She 6 rasps requested from the Department of State involved 5 for US. 
Baring the same gar led, the Division completed 39 ®aps aad charts, 36 
for CIA, and 3 for the Department of State. During the month 71$ of 
the eosapletiemi represented work on the USSR and Satellites, 20$ on 
the Far Bast, and 7$ on Europe -Africa and the Beer East. At the close, 
of the reporting period, 22 items remained in reproduction representing 
a somewhat BOtmal situation. 

2. The BIS Map Coordinator received 32 color proofing jobs and 

4 final US naps from' reproduction during March. Six color proofing 
Jbba and 90 for final printing remained in reproduction at the close 
of the month. This is a® unusually large araber of finals in repro- 
duction. 


3 . The Special Support Branch accepted requests for 33 new maps 
and charts and completed 34 during the month. In addition 1 revision 
and 3 reruns were requested find completed. 


B. Admlni strst ive Problems and Other* Activities 


1. Two project© of relatively high priority are currently requiring 
considerable amounts of man-hours in addition to regularly scheduled 
projects. The completion of several W! projects prior to the changeover 
to the Feasibility studies and a high priority map requirement on 
Indonesia requested fey the BOX are involved. 


2. Several msisfcers of the Division attended the MS meetings in 
Cincinnati 1-4 April 1957. 


3. The Chief of the Cartographic lab attended the U. S. World 
Trade Flair exhibit in> Sew York 24-26 April as&I was able to make a 
thorough review of products of interest to D/dC and secure considerable 
literature in regard to them.

The incident raises th® question of how much coverage has been lost or 
misplace*! in revising th© system of numbering. Another criticism of the new 
system is that in many instances th© new AP numbers have been superimposed, 
thus completely obliterating the original German Identifying symbols parts 
of which indicated such essential bits of information as th© dates that 
the photo® wore taken.
